Lazzaretti, the Grosotto 
Encounters the Police. 
Lonpon, -Aug. 28th. The Rome 
correspondent of the Times gives an 
account of the Grosotto fanatic, and 
the circumstances under which he 
was wounded. Lazzaretti, declared 
himself to be Christ come again, and 
had his Apostles. On the 18th 
instant the prophet, at the head of 
about 2500 followers, started for the 
village of Arcidosso. His purpose, it 
is said, was not peaceful. A hundred 
believers, dressed in white tunics, 
like ancient Jewish priests, led the 
column. At the head walked David, 
the saint, attiredin half regal, half- 
pontifical costume, with a diadem on 
his head and an iron studded club in 
hand. The procession sang a hymn 
with the refrain, ‘‘Long live God aad 
the Christian republic.” Praise be to 
Christ come a second time on earth.” 
The mob was met half way by a 
delegate of the police, accompanied 
by nine carbineers, who asked them 
to disperse. Upon this David cried, 
‘“T am king,” and ordered his fol- 
lowers to disarm the soldiers. As he 
spoke, the police were fired upon, 
and a showers of stones followed. 
Again the police delegate gave the 
requisite warning to disperse, which 
was followed by the prophet aiming a 
blow at his head with bis club. The 
police finding themselves surrounded, 
opened fire, and among the first to 
fxll was the prophet shot full in the 
the forehead. His followers seeing 
their leader down, gave way. Laz- 
zaretti, at first reported dead, proves 
to have been only seriously wounded, 
and is still alive.

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PYRAMID DISTRICT. 


. Reno Evening Gazette 
AUGUST 27, 1878] What is Being Done at the Camp— 
Jones & Kinkead—Other Mines. 


Yesterday a GazeTre reporter vis- 
ited the Pyramid mining district, and 
took arun through the mines. We 
noticed very little change in the out- 
ward appearance of things since our 
last trip, but by prying around we 
found that active, well-directed work 
in the mines goes rapidly forward. At 
the camp at the base of the hill of the 
Jones & Kinkead, Mr. Munroe is erect- 
ing a frame hotel 24x42, and two and 
ahalf styries high. It will be com- 
pleted in about one month. However 
the dedication will be provided for in 
two or three weeks, at which time 
Reno is expected to contribute a 
number of couples. The walls, Mun- 
roe says, “must echo to the tread of 
the delighted dancer.” We found 
quite a little colony at Jonesville, the 
home of several families and a larger 
number of miners, employes at three 
mines in the immediate vicinity. Tak- 
ing a little severe exercise we ascended 
the Jones’ hill and gazed sagely, so we 


thought, at the ore, etc., of the 
JONES & KINKEAD MINE. 

As our citizens are particularly in- 
terested in this mine, we shall speak 
of it at greater length than of 
the other claims, the owners of which, 
it may be remarked, are also deeply 


interested in the developments of she 
J. & K. The ledge, it will be remem- 
bered, runs nearly in a northwesterly 
and southeasterly direction. A rich 
bodyfof ore in this ledge was taken 
from the 330-foot level, and with a 
quantity of ore from the 300-foot level 
was milled at the Auburn mill near 
town. This ore, in amount aggregat- 
ing over 200 tons, gave an average 
yield of about $47 to the ton. produc- 
ing between $9000 and $10,000 worth 
of bullion. Messrs. Jones & Kinkcad 
were greatly encouraged at this satis- 
factory result, and resolved to vigor- 
ouslyfdevelop their valvab!e mine. A 
contract was let to Mescrs. Williams 
& Alexander to run a 1000-foot tunnel 
to intersect the ledge at a point 600 
feet, northwest of the shaft. The pre- 
liminary work for the tunnel has been 
completed, and yesterday moroing{the 
contractors commenced the real work. 
A job of one year’s labor lies before 
theifi. While this tunnel is being ruo 
the lateral drift along the ledge frem 
the 330-foot level is being carried for- 
ward. From the shaft a cross-cut of 
thirty four feet was run and thence a 
drift of twenty-eight feet, to a point 
on a line with the 600-fooc drift. Since 
this work the lateral drift has been 
run about twenty-two feet, thus mak- 
ing over fifty feet if measured in a 
line, that this drift has becn extended 
forward. The tunnel will strike the 
ledge about 540 feet below the sur- 
face, or 140 feet below the lowest level 
of the mine; also at a point near the 
middle of the claim, the shaft being 
at the southeast end of the location. 
The ore which is now brought to the 
surface is probably not as rich as that 
which has been taken out on the same 
level, but of this the reader may 
know more in a few days, as samples 
have been placed in the hands of an 
assayer. There are six men at work 
in the mine, and two at the tunnel.

A Renoite, who is also an old Cali- 
fornia miner, and who has just return- 
ed from Bodie, spoke this morning in 
a warm style to a GazerTTe rcporter 
concerning that now somewhat famous 
camp. He never before saw anything 
so rice as the Bodie mine. The rock 
comes in big flakes that are thickly 
encrusted with gold asif one should 
take a handful of golden mud and 
spread it over the surface of a com- 
mon slate. The wagons carrying the 
ore are closely guarded, An ordinary 
cow’s horn filled with the ore will 
yield fully $5 and there is therefore 
great need that sharp watch should be 
kept upon the precious stuff.
